The  instructions  and  explanations  herein  given  should  be 
carefully  noted,  for,  while  the  machines  for  setting  our 

BIFURCATED  RIVETS 

are  simple  in  construction,  there  are  a few  points  which  should 
be  thoroughly  understood. 

In  setting  up  machines,  see  that  all  the  parts  are  carefully 
cleaned,  oiling  only  the  working  bearings.  The  hopper  and 
raceway  must  be  kept  CLEAN  and  DRY.  Apply  no  oil,  other- 
wise rivets  will  not  feed  properly.  Charge  the  hopper  with  not 
more  than  i,ooo  rivets  of  length  required  for  work  to  be  done. 
Be  sure  to  give  foot  lever  full  stroke  both  up  and  down,  to  insure 
accurate  work  and  perfect  feeding. 


NOTE. 


All  machines,  with  the  exception  of  Nos.  i,  8,  ii  and  14,  are 
to  be  leased,  and  must  be  kept  insured  at  customer’s  expense, 
policy  to  be  sent  to  the  main  office.  We  are  prepared  to  furnish 
duplicate  parts  of  any  of  our  machines  when  worn  out  or  broken.

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DlrectioES  for  nslng  tie  llfferent  Styles  of  Steam  Power  Riyeting  MacUies. 


Ist.  — In  setting  up  the  machine,  care  must  be  taken  that  it  is 
level  and  set  in  a solid  position,  and  the  belt  set  to  run  the  Pulley  over 
towards  the  back  of  the  machine. 

2cl. — The  driving  pulley  of  these  machines  should  be  run  at  110 
revolutions  per  minute,  when  Positive  Stop  attachment  is  used,  that  is, 
when  only  one  rivet  can  be  driven  for  every  time  the  lever  is  pressed 
with  the  foot. 

3d. — Machines  should  be  run  at  80  revolutions  per  minute  when 
running  continuously,  that  is,  setting  a number  of  rivets  without  stopping 
the  working  parts  of  the  machine. 

4tli.  — When  the  machine  is  to  run  continuously  for  any  length  of 
time,  it  will  be  of  great  convenience  to  remove  Positive  Stop  attachment. 

5tll.  — Oil  all  the  Working  Bearings  before  using,  and  frequently. 

Gtli.  — Keep  the  feed  way  smooth  and  free  from  oil  and  dirt,  and 
see  that  it  is  not  otherwise  damaged.  Do  not  hammer  the  feedway. 

7 til.  — Adjust  for  various  lengths  of  rivets  and  thicknesses  of 
work  by  turning  the  Thumbscrew  under  the  Anvil.  When  properly  ad- 
justed, tighten  Set  Nut  on  Thumbscrew. 

8tli.  — Charge  the  Hopper  with  about  500  of  No.  6 or  1,000  of 
No.  9 Rivets  at  one  time. 

9tli.  — When  starting  machine  press  lightly  with  foot  on  Foot 
Lever,  and  when  Positive  Stop  is  not  used  the  operator  must  be  sure 
to  remove  foot  from  Lever  when  desiring  to  stop  machine. 

lOtll.  — Machines  Nos.  14,  15  and  16  are  used  for  Trunk,  Har- 
ness or  Belt  work.  By  swinging  the  upper  Arm  to  one  side,  the  Lower 
Arm  can  be  put  in  position  and  be  ready  for  use. 

lltll.  — One-way  Self-feed  Machines  are  provided  with  a Guide 
which  receives  the  Rivets  and  retains  them  in  one  position  until  in- 
serted and  clinched  in  the  work. 

12tll.  — Machines  Styles  Nos.  9,  10,  12  and  13,  for  No.  9 
Rivets,  will  be  provided  with  a Guide  marked  to  feed  lengths  from 
to  inclusive.  It  will  be  necessary  to  change  Guide  “A”  for 
rivets  more  than  length. 

13tli.  — When  so  desired,  we  can  at  any  time  fit  up  the  above 
numbered  machines  for  No.  6 Rivet,  of  the  same  lengths  given  for 
No.  9.  They  can  also  be  fitted  to  set  Nos.  12  and  14  Rivets. 

14tli.  — The  Guide  can  be  changed  by  removing  the  screws 
marked  “ C,  C,  C,  C.” 

lotli.  — The  pointed  pocket  is  made  so  Buckles,  Ice-Creepers, 
Heel-Plates,  Hames,  etc.,  can  be  attached  rapidly  and  with  certainty ; the 
rounded  pocket  is  made  for  staying  purposes,  particularly  used  on  boots 
and  shoes,  and  also  on  various  kinds  of  leather  goods. 

IGtll.  — The  Stop  B ” on  left  side  of  machine  must  be  used 
while  doing  work  with  the  Pointed  Pocket,  and  anvil  adjusted  to  the 
thickness  of  work,  to  prevent  forcing  the  Pocket  into  the  work.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  use  the  Stop  in  connection  with  a rounded  Pocket,  as  the 
Pocket  will  govern  itself  to  any  thickness  of  work.

Belts,  Bags,  Shoes  and  Straps,  and  other  goods  made  of 
Leather,  Rubber,  Canvas,  Felt,  Pasteboard  or  Wood,  this  rivet 
has  no  equal.  Being  made  from  SOLID  STEEL  BLANKS  with 
tapering  prongs,  they  are  very  strong,  tough  and  durable.

As  a substitute  for  our  riveting  machines  for  attaching 
our  “ Never-Slip  ” Ice-Creepers  and  Heel  Plates  to  arctic  and 
rubber  shoes,  for  small  manufacturers  and  for  general  repairs 
made  with  our  rivets,  this  tool  will  be  found  very  economical 
and  satisfactory.  It  is  made  of  spring  steel  with  a receptacle 
for  the  No.  9 rivet  at  one  end  and  for  the  No.  6 rivet  at  the 
other.  It  is  simply  intended  to  hold  the  rivet  until  it  has  been 
driven  into  the  material  and  then  withdrawn.  Used  in  this 
manner  it  will  last  a lifetime. 

Directions.  — In  using  the  tool  in  the  repair  of  straps 
and  belting,  insert  the  rivet  head  into  the  slot  under  the  spring  so 
that  when  it  is  driven  and  clinched  through  the  material  the 
prongs  of  the  rivet  will  lay  at  right  angles  with  the  strap. 
Strike  the  top  of  the  spring  over  the  head  of  the  rivet  with  a 
hammer  until  the  tool  touches  the  goods,  and  then  withdraw  it 
and  send  the  rivet  home.  The  rivet  should  be  driven  through 
the  goods  into  the  end  of  a block  or  a piece  of  board,  then 
turn  the  goods  over  and  spread  the  prongs  of  the  rivet  slightly, 
and  placing  the  head  of  the  rivet  upon  any  smooth  iron  or 
other  hard  surface,  hammer  the  prongs  down  until  they  lie 
flush  with  the  goods.  Care  should  be  taken  in  selecting  the 
rivets  for  any  article  to  be  repaired  that  they  be  not  too  long 
nor  too  short.
